TAMMANY’S POSITION. FIRM. 


The Notification Committee Deluged 
by Letters and Requests From 
All Parts of the State. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 25.—The Democratic 
politicians of the State are becoming con- 
vinced that John Boyd Thacher must retire 
from the Democratic State ticket. During 
yesterday and the day before opinion was 
divided as to what course Mr. Thacher 
should pursue, but last night a crystalliza- 
tion occurred, and there is now every pros- 
pect that Mr. Thacher will retire. 

The matter rests entirely with Mr. Tha- 
cher, however. If he refuses to withdraw 
the State Committee can do nothing. The 
organizations demanding Mr. Thacher's re- 
tirement are many, and they represent a 
large majority of the Democratic voters of 
the State. 

After the State Committee meeting some 
of the Tammany leaders thought that agi- 
tation of the Thacher matter was injudicious 
and declared that it should be dropped. 
They did not, apparently, realize that the 
voters would take a vital interest in the 
question. 

Last night they saw their mistake. Dur- 
ing the day almost every district leader 
in Tammany Hau called on Mr. Sheehan 
and told him how the masses were clamor- 
ing for Mr. Thacher’s retirement. The 
leaders insisted that the candidate must 

retire to purge Tammany of the charge that 

it was in league with Senator Hill in 
foisting a gold advocate on the State 
ticket. 

Letters and requests from all parts of the 
State are pouring in upon the Notification 
Committee. 

Aside from these considerations, Mr. Bry- 
an’s wishes are likely to have some weight. 
Several Democratic State leaders called on 

him early yesterday morning and when they 
left him, the impression that Mr. Thacher 
would retire began to deepen. 

Hill stock has gone below par. The Dem- 
ocrats of Albany have formally repudiated 
his leadership and called upon Norton 
Chase, the member of the State Committee 
for the District, to resign. Chase supported 
Hill at the meeting of the committee on 
Tuesday night, when the Senator torced a 
compromise favorable to Thacher. The New 
York Sun, which has been regarded asa Hill 
organ, says he has lost a grand opportunity. 
‘Hill may be influenced by the goldbug 
nomination of Daniel G. Griffin for Gover- 
nor. Griffin is an old-time political enemy 
of Hill.

I waited a few min- 
utes, and then went into the corridor and 
sounded the fire call again. 

“This time the boys responded. Many of 
those on the third floor came rushing down 
stairs in their nightclothes. There were 
two stairways, one at the east end and the 
other at the west end of the corridor.

NBW YORK, Sept. 25.—A special to the 
Herald from Paris says: 

It is high time that some protest was 
made against the frenzy which has seized 
a large portion of the British press and the 
British public with regard to Turkish af- 
fairs.“ Such are the weighty words of Sir 
Ellis Ashmead Bartlett, M. P., in a long 
and interesting letter on the Armenian ques- 
tion. Sir Ellis says, among other things: 

“So far from the Tu being the in- 
human monsters depicted by Gladstone and 
other fanatics who are endeavoring by thei? 
frantic agitation to cry havoc and let slip 
the dogs of war in Europe, the Turks have 
a moderating and restraining influence on 
all the struggling and warring non-Mussul- 
man races, who, but for Turkish control, 
would have cxterminated each other long 
ago.“ 

The great danger to the Ottoman Empire, 
he affirms, is the risk of an outbreak of 
religious and race fanaticism, which states- 
men have foreseen and always striven to 
avert. Such fanaticism was aroused by 
the Armenian outbreak in 1895, and its re- 
sult was an outburst of fury that cost the 
lives of thousands of innocent ‘Armenians, 
with all the attendant horrors that were so 
dwelt upon in the British press. 

Sir Ellis calls on the fanatical] atrocity 
mongers in England to recollect that the 
lives of millions of Ottoman Christians are 
at the mercy of the Mussulmans of Asia 
Minor; that the Queen of England has 70,- 
000,000 Mussulmans in India, and that her 
important ally, the Ameer of Afghanistan, 
is also a fervid Mahommedan; also that 
with one or two exceptions the intelligent 
press of Europe is protesting against the 
‘atrocity’ agitation in England. 

“Fortunately,” he concluded, there is 
enough statesmanship and common sense 
left among the nations and governments of 
Europe to curb the mad fanaticism now 
raging in England, and to save the Eng- 
lish vernment from being dragged into 
its vortex.“

ROCKEFELLER’S LATEST. 


Seeking to Control the Pig-Iron Busi- 
ness by a Pool, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 2 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2%.—John D. Rocke- 
feller has been in Cleveland almost contin- 
ually for the last six weeks in consultation 
with representatives of the largest pig iron 
furnaces in Ohio and Pennsylvania. The 
object is to form a pig iron pool similar to 
the steel billet pool, which has proved a 
success. 

Mr. Rockefeller, by controlling the iron 
are of the Range in Minnesota 


sion the ore necessary for use in manu- 
facturing steel. 

Most of the large companies have agreed 
to the proposed pool, not always because 
they desired to do so, but from fear that 
if they refused to do so Mr. Rockefeller 
might shut down on their ore supply. 

The trouble at present is with the little 
fellows who desire to remain independent. 
According to a reliable report, however, 
even these objectors are gradually being 
drawn into the combination. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s plan is to ultimately con- 
solidate all the companies somewhat on the 
line followed by the Standard Oil Co., the 
present owners — either cash or stock 
in the new concern in exchange for their 
plants. 

Since the purchase of the Lake Superior 
iron mines, Mr. Rockefeller has been per- 
fecting a system of steamboats on the 
lakes for the transportation of his ores to 
all points along the lake border. 

He will have with the completion of his 
pig iron pool a practical monopoly of the 
trade in this section of the country.

STARKLOFF “INVESTIGATING.” 


Although in Possession of the Facts, 
the Health Commissioner Hesi- 
tates to Take Positive Steps. 


The Civic Federation is keeping its eye 
on the case of Tobias Mitchell, the Sec- 
retary of the Board of Health, who was 
suspended Thursday for grafting by “Health 
Commissioner Starkloff, Uniess proper pun- 
ishment is meted out to Mitchell, steps 
will be taken to see that he gets his de- 
serts. 

Meantime, Mitchell is doing his best to 
smooth it over with the Commissioner, who 
is “investigating.” Just what Dr, Stark- 
loft is investigating is not apparent. There 
ig no contention as to the facts in the case. 
Mitchell did get $50 and tried to get $100 
more from a filter company which secured a 
contract from the city for putting their 
instruments in city institutions. 

The Post-Dispatch showed just how this 


was worked. Mitchell convicted himself in 
er put in the guise of a business 
deal a plain case of grafting. 

He declared that the filter people had 
promised to give him an advertisement in 
a weekly paper of which he was the editor 
if they got the contract. They got the con- 
tract and 2 Mitchell 350 without putting 
in any ad.“ 

Then Mitchell sued for $100 more. In his 
bill he had the frankness to call it commis- 
sions. The filter people had never put in 
any advertisement. Mitchell had no con- 
tract with them. Still they owed him $100 
after having paid him $60. his is what the 
secretary of the Board of Health calls a 
business deal. 

Dr. Starkloff knows all this, still he de- 
sires to investigate. If when in full posses- 
sion of the facts he thinks Mitchell con- 
duct reprehensible enough to merft suspen- 
sion, any further investigation would seem 
useless. 

Dr. Starkloff's letter suspending Mitchell 
is given below: 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., Sept. 24. 1896.—To Tobias 
Mitchell, Secretary Board of Health: Dear Sir—My 
attention having been called to reports in the 
newspapers with reference to the purchase of a 
filter for one of the city Institutions, and your 
connection with the same, I deem it my duty, in 
justice to my department and the city administra- 
tion, to take cognizance of the same. I have not 
had eufficient time to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of these charges, but shall enter into them 
without delay. During this period I do not think 
it proper that you should retain your official rela- 
tions with this department: When I have bed 
the matter to the bottom I will let you Know my 
decision. Until that time, you are hereby sus- 
pended. Very respectfully,

Here is Mitchell’s apologetic response:

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DISGRACEFUL CONDUCT AT THE 
NEW HAVEN MEETING. 


IN AN”. INTOLERANT SECTION. 


But the Candidate Bore Himself With 
Dignity and Reasoned With fhe 
Insurance Companies. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 2%.—Five hun- 
ared students, assisted by a band of the 
ist Regiment of the National Guards of 
Connecticut, broke up the address of Wm. 
J. Bryan at this place yesterday. 

A platform had been erected on the his- 
torical New Haven Green, and before it, 
for more than an hour before the nominee 
d, from ten to fifteen thousand people 

urged to and fro. 
8 right of the stand the students 
had congregated, awaiting the arrival of 
Mr. Bryan. At 2:15 o’clock Mr. Bryan was 
driven in a carriage through the crowd 
to the platform. Immediately all was con- 
fusion in front. The students broke forth 
in their college cheer of the frog chorus 
from Aristophranes, following with three 
long Tales, nine „rahs, a Tale and a 


McKinley. The crowd surged to and fro 
in front of the stand and a dozen policemen 


m the platform. There were 
act — Son tong but from the right 
of the stand the students re eatedly — — 
forth with their yell, and for 8 ve 
minutes it was impossible for Mr. Bryan 


himself heard. 

12 B. Sargent, the Democratic nomi- 
nee for Governor, Who was to introduce 
Mr. Bryan, tried to quiet the yelling mob 
in front, but he could not be heard ten feet 
away. In vain did Mr. Bryan attempt to 
restore order, but it was many minutes be- 
fore anything Kke quiet was obtained. 

Then the crowd began to surge again and 
the police to fight those in front. Women 
fainted and several persons were taken 
from the crowd overcome by the crush. The 
police used their clubs, and one of their 
number, mounted on a spirited horse, forced 
the animal in front of the stand, nearly cre- 
ating a panic. Then again Mr. Bryan tried 
to speak, but he was interrupted by the 
yells of the students. This lasted altogether 
for twenty-five minutes and when at last 
the noise had subsided sufficiently for him 
to make himself heard by those immedi- 
ately in front, Mr. Bryan started to speak. 
As he proceeded the nose quieted, but 
every few minutes he would be interrupted 
by the frog chorus. 


Mr. Bryan said: 

Ladies and Gentlemen—I am glad that 
there are students here, because I want to 
say a word to students. Your college has 
helped to add fame to your city, and those 
who assemble here are supposed to come in 
order that they may better equip them- 
selves for the duties of life. I am glad to 
talk to you students because, my friends, we 
have a cause which appeals to students. If 
the syndicates and corporations rule this 
country, then no young man has a fair 
show unless he is the favorite of a corpora- 
tion. (Applause and yells for ‘McKinley’ 
by a portion of students.) If the people have 
a right to govern themselves and deputize 
that right then every citizen has a fair 
show and every man may achieve what he 
desires. 

We desire to leave all the avenues open 
so that the son of the humblest citizen may 
aspire to the highest position within the 
gift of the people. (Applause and yells re- 
peatedly.) I am not speaking now to the 
sons who are. sent to college on the pro- 
ceeds of ill-gotten gains.

AT HARTFORD. 


Mr. Bryan’s Address Devoted to the 
Insurance Companies. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 25.—Thursday’s 
campaigning in Connecticut was brought 
to a fitting close with two big meetings in 
this city last night, both of which were ad- 
dressed by Mr. Bryan. 

Almost immediately after dinner the nom- 
inee was driven to Capito] Park, situated 


on a hill in the center of the city. On the 
summit stands the magnificent State Capitol 
building, and in front of this Mr. Bryan 
spoke from a stand. The park, which cov- 
ers an area of seven blocks, was densely 
—— with people, and innumerable red 
ights gave the scene a brilliant aspect. The 
meeting was under the auspices of a com- 
mittee of prominent Hartford Democrats, 
headed by Edward M. Graves, the local 
leader, and J. J. Kennedy. The former in- 
troduced the nominee, who, after saying he 
was aware he was in an intolerant section, 
spoke, in part, as follows: a 

One reason why I am glad to come here 
is that here you have got insurance com- 
panies.

Remember these insurance companies re- 
ceive premiums far more than they pay out 
on losses, and therefore a dollar which

y pretense of unselfishness on their 
part, they have a lower opinion of the in- 
telligence of the people than they ought to 
have.

DONGOLA-ON-THE-NILE , Sept. . 
The Dervish defenses at this place were 


constructed with great skill, and if they 
had been held by resolute men they would 
have caused an immense amount of trouble 
to the Anglo-Egyptian expedition.

Two of the complainants were poor col- 
ored women, who could illy afford to pay 
even a small weekly amount for insurance 
without certain return in event of sickness: 
or death. 

Lottie Williams of 1424 Michigan told a pit- 
iful story, in which she charged J. B. Horn 
with taking from her mother, when she 


—— dying, her insurance receipt book and 
policy. 

Do you mean,” said Mr. Johnson, in sur- 
prise, that he came to the house and car- 
ried away her receipts and the policy, when 
she was on her death bed?“ 

Tes, I do,” replied the woman; “I mean 
that very thing. e came to the house when 
I was away and only the two lit- 
tle girls were there and he took 
the papers. But William Robinson was just 
outside the door and he saw him taking 
them away. And he took $1.26 for insurance 
from my poor, old mother that morning, 
who deprived herself of many a thing to 
keep up that insurance.” 

Mrs. Williams said Horn had paid her 
mother $4.25 as part of the money due her 
for sick benefits but had refused, after tak- 
ing the papers, to pay her any more or to 
pay insurance on her death. 

This seems to be a clear case,“ com- 
mented Mr. Johnson. 

Jeff Webb, who works in a livery stable at 
Twelfth and Locust streets, was the next 
complainant. He said he had paid 25 cents a 
week for fourteen weeks for Horn’s insur- 
ance and was then disabled for sixteen days 
by being kicked by a horse. According to 
the terms of his licy he was entitled to 
Sa week while d sabled. 

J sent word time an’ time again to the 
company,” said Webb, “and they refused 
to answer me. Finally the doctor came 
around. He is Dr. Peeler, their medical di- 
rector. He waited on me and gave me med- 
icine saree times.“ 

“Did he give you a certificate of disabil- 
ity 2 asked the Assistant Prosecutor. 

Who? The doctor? No, he didn’t. He 
told me he would see the company and get 
the money to-morrow. Next day he said, 
‘You can’t get it, Jeff,’ and told me I’d better 
get out of the company.

A Circumstantial Story Told by the 
Bridegroom-Elect and Denied 
by Parties Implicated. 


Robert J. Caufield, the young man who 
was found seemingly dying at the hour set 
for his marriage to Miss Julia Germain at 
Belleville, will recover. 

His limbs have lost their rigidity and his 
mind is clear. His statement only serves 
to deepen the mystery. 

He denied strenuously to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he had taken poison with 
suicidal intent and told a story of his move- 
ments, which, while it was not entirely con- 
sistent in all particulars, seemed to point 
to his having been drugged and robbed, He 
said: 

“I left the house of my betrothed at mid- 
night. I had $40 in bills in my lower vest 


pocket and about $5 in silver in my trousers | 


pocket. In a box in my upper vest pocket 
was the wedding ring. 

“I went straight up Main street and 
stopped at the National Hotel to get a sand- 
wich before I went to bed. Isat down at a 
table and took a glass of beer with the sand- 
wich, giving the barkeeper a dollar and re- 
ceiving back the change. When I had fin- 
ished eating I stood by the bar watching 
several fellows throw dice. One of them 
asked me to join them and I said I would 
throw just once. 

“A woman came into the place and tried 
to get a man who was there to go home 
with her, and they made so much disturb- 
ance that I went outside until it was over. 
I went back then, and may have taken a 
beer or two, but I have no recollection of 
buying a bottle of whisky as the barkeeper 
gays I did. Maybe I did, though. 

“When I started to go home two young 
fellows went with me and they accompanied 
me upstairs to my rooms. One of them 
only staid a few minutes and then started to 


907 went down stairs with him and lt him 
out. As I did so I saw a man in the lower 
hall and supposing he had come with the 
others I invited-him up stairs. 

J locked the front door and put the key 
in my pocket and went Back up stairs. The 
man I had seen in the hall was not there. 
Somebody suggested taking a drink and I 
took a bottle from the mantel and drank 
from it. I sat down in the rocking chair 
and almost immediately began to feel dizzy. 
That is the last I remember until about 8 
o'clock, when I awoke. I was alone. The 
coat and vest I had on when I went to 
sleep were lying under the bed and several 
letters which had been in the coat pocket 
were scattered around. The money and ring 
were gone. I looked through the rooms, but 
nobody was there. When I went down stairs 
I found the door unlocked and the key in 
the lock. 
went to Dr. Stookey’s store and to the 
Joan office and tried to borrow some money, 
but failed. When I returned to the room 

I threw myself down on the bed to think. 

That is the last I remember.“ 

Edward L. Jacoby, the young-man who 
accompanied Caufield home, says his mem- 
ory is at fault in several particulars. He 
explains that as the hour was late and 
Caufield wanted to begin getting ready for 
his wedding at 5 o’clock he concluded to 
stay with him and help him. After the 
other young man ieft he says he‘lay down 
on the bed, but did not go to sleep. Cau- 
field busied himself about the room for 

„ about three-quarters of an hour and then 
came over to the bed and abruptly told him 


to get up and come along downstairs. He 


acted strangely. Jacoby ances at the 
mantel and saw that the whisky bottle was 
nearly full, When Caufield was found in 
convulsions it was empty. At the bottom of 
the stairs Jacoby says that Caufield walked 
abruptly away toward the south and he 
did not see him again until 8 o’clock. 

This part of Jacoby’s statement is con- 
firmed by Graeber, the barber next door, 
who was sitting in front of his place, wait- 
ing for Caufield, who had asked him to be 
on hand early to shave him. Graeber says 
that Caufield stared at him in a wild sort 

Way and walked away without a word. 

Caufield’s friends say they never knew 
him to have so much money as he claims to 
have had, and say it was always impos- 
sible for him to keep a dollar. 

Jacoby is a young man of good family, 
his father being Presiding Elder of the St. 

-8 District of the German M. E. Church, 
and he regrets that his attelftions to Cau- 
field have brought him into publicity. 

Miss Germain called to see Caufield Thurs- 
day morning and they had a long talk. 

Caufield was asked by the reporter if the 
Wedding would take place and he said:

WORK OF GHOULS. 


Mysterious Invasion of the Grave of 
Regina Buecker. 


Without any apparent motive, ghouls have 
been tampering with the grave of Regina 
Buecker, the servant girl who was found 
dead in bed last week at 3101 Lucas avente. 
She was buried at her home in Washington, 


Mo., and Wednesday night the grave was 
— 3 open and holes broken into the lid of tre 
coffin. 

Tne girl’s death was hardly less mysteri- 
ous than this disturbance of her remains. 
She was found dead in her room, in which 
there was a strong smell of gas. Her death 
was at first thought to have been due to 
asphyxiation, but the Coroner’s jury ren- 
dered a verdict of death by congestion of the 
brain as the result of an overloaded stom- 
ach. 

The parents of the girl, who live in Wash- 
ington, took the body home and buried it. 
They were not satisfied with the verdict. 
They were ‘thirfking of instituting a suit 
against the gas company, with _ view to 
holding it responsible for the girl’s death. 
ane gas in the room came from a leak in the 
pipes. 

What possible reason anyone could have 
had for disturbing the og cannot be im- 
agined by the dead girl’s friends. Nothing 
was placed in the coffin with her which 
would have incited robbery, and as her par- 
ents are poor there could have been no 
none for a ransom even had the body been 
stolen. 

Nothing was taken from the coffin, but 
it is possible that the plans of the desecrat- 
ors were interfered with and that they were 
frightened away. 


BROKE THE BOTTLE. 


Henry Atwood Carried Carbolic Acid 
and Is-in the Hospital. 


Henry Atwood is at the City Hospital 
with his right leg frightfully burned from 
the hip to the ankle. 
The injury was done by a stream of pure 
carbolic acid. 
Atwood, who is 24 years old, was a clerk 
employed by the M., K. & T. R. R., but early 
in the summer when the force was reduced 
he found himself out of employment, While 
looking for work he was one day in August 
thrown from a street car. The wheel passed 
over his foot and mashed it badly. After 
awhile he was able to get out on crutches, 
but the foot was not healed and he ap- 
plied a solution of carbolic acid to cleanse 
the foot. 
He had a bottle of the powerful acid in his 
hip pocket, when he bumped against a wall 
and the bottle broke. The liquid ran down 
his leg, eating through his clothing and 
searing the flesh as it ran. His pain was 
intense, and it was several hours before 
the Dispensary physicians could afford even 
temporary relief. He was taken to the City 
Hospital, where Dr. Sutter says he will have 
to remain a month. 
After Atwood had his foot mashed he 
procured a stereopticon panorama, which 
he exhibited on the down town streets, 
7 for the past month he was a familiar 
gure. 


MONEY LENDER MULCTED: 


Albert Kriebaum Must Pay $100 for 
Oppressing Mrs. Elizabeth Ross. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Ross was awarded $100 
damages against Albert Kriebaum, an agent 
of Money-lender John C. King, by Justice 
William J. Hanley, Thursday. 

Mrs. Ross and Albert Ross, her husband,

OIL DEPOT BURNED.

Waters-Pierce Company’s Tanks in 
East St. Louis Destroyed. 


Thousands gathered on the Eads bridge 
and along both river banks Friday morning 
to view the ruins of the Waters-Pierce Oil 
Company’s supply depot in East St. Louis. 

The oil shed was a total wreck, the stor- 
age tanks were demolished and on all sides 
were smouldering freight cars. One engine 
company from East St. Louis was still play- 
ing on the smouldering mass to prevent fur- 
ther danger. 

The Waters-Pierce Oil Company's East St. 
Louis depot was situated south of the Eads 


bridge, between the yards of the Big Four 


and Cairo Short Line. It comprised a large 
warehouse and seven oi] tanks, from which 
was pumped through a pipe line under the 
river the supply for this city. 

The first started at 4:35 p. m. A switchman 
saw it and turned in an alarm. The em- 
ployes fought the flames without avail. 
Within two: minutes the whole warehouse 
was ablaze. The fire department’s attention 
was devoted principally to saving freight 
cars on the Big Four and Cairo Short Line 
tracks. 

Many of the cars had been snatched from 
danger by the presence of mind of Yardmas- 
ter Bridges, who had engines run in and 
haul out several hundred before it became 
too hot for such work. A train of thirty-five 
or forty oil cars was saved in this way, bur 
many cars were left, and while trying to 
prevent their destruction several of the fire- 
men had narrow escapes. 

The supports of one of the tanks was 
eaten away by the flames and the Whole 
mass of oil came tumbling down and 
caught fire. The firemen ran for the river, 
but several of them were seriously burned. 
George Scheltz, foreman of truck No. 3, had 
his face badly scorched, but he kept at work. 

Assistance was asked from the St. Louis 
department and Chief Swingley sent three 
engines, which did much to save surround-

If this can be accomplished 
it is figured that some of the seats can be 
wrested from the grasp of Uncle Filley.

Filley’s lieutenants are ready to make al- 
most any trade to capture every legislative 
seat and help along “De Ole Man' in his 
ambition to succeed Senator Vest. 

The city elects four State Senators and 
fifteen representatives. One of the Sena- 
torial districts—the Thirtieth—hag a vacan- 
cy caused by the death of John H. Amelung. 
The successful candidate in that district will 
serve but two years, while the others will be 
chosen for four years. The Representatives 
serve but two years. 

The Senatorial Districts in which Sena- 
tors will be elected are the Twenty-ninth, 
composed of the Ninth, Eleventh, Thir- 
teenth and Twenty-seventh wards; the 
Thirtieth, composed of the Fifth, Seventh, 
Twenty-first, Twenty-third and Twenty- 
fifth wards; the Thirty-first, composed of 
the First, Second, Third, fteenth and 
Nineteenth . wards, and the Thirty-third, 
composed of the Fourth, Sixth, Tenth, 
Twelfth, Fourteenth and Sixteenth wards. 
In the last election the Republicans car- 
ried the Twenty-ninth District by 2,234 ma- 
jority. They also carried the Thirtieth by 
468 and the Thirty-third by 1,062. 

The Thirty-first went Democratic by 577 
majority. In this district James J. Butler 
has no opposition for the Democratic nomi- 
nation. 

The representative districts are made up 
as follows, being based on the last election 
returns:

three representatives; Republican by 2,100. 

Sixth District—Twentieth, Twenty-second, 
Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fifth wards; 
Democratic by 4,000. In this district the 
Democrats had no opposition two years 
ago, which accounts for the large majority. 

With a fusion with the other silver forces 
some of the Democratic leaders figure that 
they can carry more than half of the seats 
in the coming contest.

Death of a Railroad Man Honored by 
All Who Knew Him. 


The news of the death of Albert Wright 
Dickinson, former General Superintendent 
of the Missouri Pacific, Railway, was re- 
ceived with profound regret in St. Louis. 

A message stating that he had died at 
his home in Seymour, Ind., was received at 
Superintendent Clark’s office in the Equita- 
ble Building late Wednesday afternoon. 


Chief Clerk E. J. Ward showed the tele- 
gram to all the officials in the building. 
Everyone had a good word to say for the 
man who in his day was considered a model 
for railway officfals all over the country. 
Mr. Dickinson was in every sense a self- 
made man. He entered the railroad busi- 
ness at the bottom and worked his way up. 
In 1852 he secured a job as freight brake- 
man on the Rochester & Syracuse Railway. 
Two years later he was made a passenger 
conductor. In 1857 he was appointed Chief 
Clerk to the Division Superintendent of the 
Ohio & Mississippi stationed at Vincennes, 
Ind, He was promoted to train dispatcher 
and later served a year as passenger con- 
ductor on the O. & NM. 

In 1864 he secured a position as trainmaster 
on the Illinois Central. His tact and abil- 
ity in those troublous times won him recog- 
nition and he was made Assistant Superin- 
tendent of all the military roads running 
out of Nashville. 

At the close of the war he became con- 
nected with the Missouri Pacific, and in 
1871 was appointed Division Superintendent 
on that road. In October, 1879, he was 
made Superintendent of the Bridge and 
Union Depot here. The following February 
he became General Superintendent of the 
Misouri Pacific and Superintendent of ter- 
minals at St. Louis. On July 4, 1887, he was 
appointed General Superintendent of the 
entire Missouri Pacific system, including 
the Iron Mountain and other branches. 

It was in this position that he won a na- 
tional reputation as a railway official. He 
was @ man of wonderful resources, firm yet 
affable, and won the universal esteem of his 
employes. He had an abiding sympathy 
for the workingman and never forgot the 
days when he was twisting brakes. 

He had a way of putting himself thor- 
oughly in touch with his men. He knew 
most of his men by name and when out on 
a tour of inspection would shake hands with 
everybody, including the men on the sec- 
tion. One of the officials remarked -Thurs- 
day that he would stake his reputation on 
‘the assertion that every man who ever 
worked for Mr. Dickinson felt that

M. Schurr, proprietor of the 
saloon at 620 Biddle street, said he had 
never seen Kye's assailant before. 

“Some of the men who saw it might 
know,” he said, but if they did it would 
be hard to find it out from them. They 
don’t mix up in other fellows’ affairs.“
